Inforraation Just received confirmed that there were approximately twenty persons 
detained on Thursday evening December 3 at a church called Iglesia Santa Cruz. 

Their whereabouts are still unknown. Of the twenty, nine names are as follows;

known as Hermans Alicia.

In addition, 

we are informed that Carles Gattinoni, one of the presidents of the Asemblee Permanents 

de los Derecnos Humanos in Argentina, gave a press coni'erence on the same day of the 

detention in which he asserted that over 12,000 persons are believed '*to have either 

disappeered or have been arrested for political reasons in Argentina since the military 

government seized power in March 197^*” A list was delivered by the Ascmblea, according 

to Reuter wireservice, to General Videla by the .Asemblea, containing na.mes of 225 persons 

nissing this year, whose relatives filed habeas corpus writs on their behalf. The 

Asemblea sources estimate that 6,000 persons arc raissi.ng since March 19?b claim 

that 6,000 are b.eing held in prison for political reasons. We have not rTceived direcc 

porfirm-ition of any relationship between this press conference and the deientiori of
